leave Toronto about the middle of 
next month, and they expect to arrive 
at Dawson City about the middle of 
July. Their route will be via Edmon- 
ton, whence they will drive to the 
nearest point on the Athabaska River, 
and paddle and float down the great 
Mackenzie systens of waterways. The 
great St. Lawrence of the North flows 
2000 miles straight away at a rate of 
four miles per hour, and the current 
itself will help the party on the jour- 
ney, From the Mackenzie River they 
will go up the Peel and Trout rivers to 
Sammit Lake. and from there to Pur- 
cupine river, and down the latter to 
the junction of the Yukon, aud up the 
i Yukon 290 miles to Dawson City. 

The route, as will be seen from the 
above is an easy one and almost free 
from portages, and itis thought that 
it will therefore find favor with a 
great many who fear the dangers of 
the Dyea and Skagway routes over 
the passes from the Pacific coast, 

And then those who will conduct or 
go with the expedition are men whose 
names will warrant that thoroughness 
will characterize the carrying out of 
their contracts.

THE PUBLIC MEETING 


From Thursday's Daily. 

The resolutions passed at the 
citizens’ meeting last night, and 
ordered to be sent at once to 
Ottawa should, in conjunction 
with similar communications from 
the Edmonton Board of Trade, 
prove of very great service to Mr. 
Oliver, M. P. in his struggle for 
assistance to the Calgary and 
Edmonton route. As one of the 
speakers very aptly said, the time 
for exploration has long gone by, 
and immediate practical work in 
the development of the northern 
road is a matter of absolute 
necessity, Whatever difference 
of opinion may be crea by hide 
bound supporters of the present 
administration as to the benetits 
to be derived by Canada from the 
carrying out of the Teslin Lake 
deal, there is but one opinion as 
to the need for government 
assistance in the North West. 
That assistance is nat besought as 
favor, but as a matter of right 
and justice. The daily increasing 
number of those who have 
satisfied themselves as to the 
feasibility of the road from 
Edmonton, as well as the caneral 
development of the Peace River 
Wistrict are in themselves 
sufficient reason for granting the 
peoples’ demand. 

As to the Teslin Lake deal, even 
if it were a straight, business 
transaction entered into by the 

‘eaderal government with Messrs. 
Mann and McKenzie after a full 
consideration of all the circum- 
stances, it has not the advantages 
to the country at large which are 
undoubtedly possessed by the 
Peace River route. The confirm- 
ation of the Teslin Lake agree- 
ment means that nine-tenths of 
the Yukon trade, which belongs 
to Canada will go into the pockets 
of our American neighbors. The 
grant of an enormous tract of land 
which belongs to the people of 
Canada in aid of the construction 
of a railway which wili pay hand- 
somely from the moment it com- 
mences operations has been 
geapestically condemned from one 
end of the Dominion to the other, 
by Liberal as well as Conservative 
newspapers for the reason which 
is at once 1 to all who are 
not so blind as not to wish to see, 
that it is a direct violation of the 
principles to which the Laurier 
goverament owes its accession to 

ower, For the pant 18 years they 

ve inveighec against the 
“heritage - squandering: monopoly- 
making” policy of their pre- 
decessors in office, but it is 
difficult for any honest man to 
repress the feeling that their 
railroad policy is, if anything 
worse than the worst hitherto 
experienced in Canada. 

It is argued that the Teslin Lake 
road is merely a temporary affair, 
and that for that reason opposi- 
tion to it should cease, Let it be 
said once more by way of reply 
that the government has no right 
whatever to barter away the 
rights of the people on a doubtful 
— ect not only doubtful in 

taelf, but much more so by reason 
of American hindrances -a pro- 
ject which involves the granting 

4,000,000 acres of North West 
lands to construct a British 
Columbia narrow gauge railwa 
120 miles in extent, together wit 
the prospective value of timber, 
mineral and other resources, when 
on their own statements they are 
as yet hopelessly ignorant of the 
‘circumstances, Suppose the Klon- 
dyke excitement were to subside, 
as every gold excitement does 
svoner or later, what benefit will 
have been gained for the people 
in return tor the conceseions 
made? Absolutely nothing, except 
a monument of government folly, 
and à couvle more millionaires, 
On theother hand the construction 
of a rail from Edmouton to 
the north means the development 
ofa rich grazing country to be a 
benefit to Canada for all time to 
come, 

The present indications gath- 
ered from the fact that the 
whole country is now keenly alive 
to the situtation, are tha the 
Mann-McKenzie deal will never go 
through at all events in its present 

pe. Not only will the Senate 
ustify its existence and come to 
rescue of the country ehould 
deal pass the Commons, but 
even in the lower house the 
hostility is so widespread even 
the supporters of the 

go ment, that a modification 
way announced any day. 
Messrs. Mann and McKenzis are 


now in Ottawa, and asthe Ottawa 
correspondent of the Winnipeg 
Tribune says, there seems to be a 
hitch in thearrangements. 

Any doubt as to Mr. Oliver's 
position on this matter wiil be 
dispelled by a perusal of the 
columns of his paper, where he 
has persistently denounced the 
Teslin Lake froject. When Mr. 
Oliver casts his vote as THE 
HERALD has no doubt he will do, 
against the ratification of the 
Mann-McKenzie deal, the position 
of the few among his local 
supporters who are prepared to 
advocate it, will be not a little 
interesting as well as extremely 
amusing. 


MR, OLIVER'S ATTITUDE 


Mr. Oliver's speech on the Yukon 
railway bill which appears in 
another column, will cause no 
surprise to those who kuow him. 
However much some of his con- 
stituents may disagree with his 
support of the general policy of 
the present administration, it 
must be admitted that he has at 
allevents the courage of his con- 
victions as well us an honest desire 
to advance the interests of the 
district which he represents. 

Tun HERALD never has had any 
doubt as to the position which Mr. 
Oliver would take on this matter. 
The tone ot the articles written by 
him in his paper on the Mann- 
McKenzie contract werea matter 
ef common knowledge, and THE 
HERALD knew enough of the 
writer to know that he was incap- 
able of belittling himself and of 
deceiving his constituents by 
writing one way and voting 
another. 

In the stand which he has taken 
Mr. Oliver has behind him the in- 
telligent opinion of the North 
West, regardless of party. and the 

osition which he occupies today 
8 far more honorable than that of 
the men who expatiate on the 
glories of so-called Liberalism — 
those men who pretend to have 
succeeded tothe mantle of Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie, and who 
glibly prate of the good old days 
when Reformers suffered death 
and ontlawry in defence of the 
principles cf freedom of speech 
and the right of public assembly. 

Yet only a day or two ago, 
in this very city, some 80. 
called Liberals made an organized 
attempt to stifle discussion on this 
infamous railroad job, on no other 
ground except that it might em- 
barrass the government. For- 
tunately for the reputation 
of the city, the attempt was un- 
successful and its failure complete. 
The resolutions passed at Wed- 
nesday'’s meeting were exactly 
what Mr. Oliver wanted, and he 
got them in time to be of service 
to him. 

The incident should be a salu- 
tary lesson to political wire pullers 
that there are still in the North 
West some men who will not allow 
themselves to be made a ‘“‘cats- 
paw” to smooth or scratch at the 
party call, 


ADDING INSULT TO INJURY 


Mr. Hamilton Smith made a pro- 

position to Sir Wilfrid Laurier on 
‘ebruary I4th to construct a 
railway to the Yukon for one 
fourth the land subsidy given to 
Mann and McKenzie. This was 
an amendment to a former offer 
made by the same gentleman, and 
expressed a hope that if the 
Premier had any doubts as to the 
financial standing of the writer, 
he should cable to England fer 
information. The writer also 
said: In this connection allow 
me to state no offer to build the 
line was made for the house of M. 
Rothschilds & Company, as has 
been stated in the House of 
Commons.” 

Certain members of the Cabinet 
were very much worried on 
account of the offer made by Mr. 
Smith, not only because it inter- 
fered with the Mann-McKenzie 
monopoly of the go,ernmental 
ear, but more especially because it 
showed up the wanton extra- 
vagunce of the concessions made 
to these contractors, His offer, 
however, was there in black aad 
white, There wasnogettingar>und 
it, and unless something were done 
to throw doubt on the standing of 
Mr. Hamilton Smith, serious com- 
plications might arise, 

After Mr. Smith's amended offer 
had been received Lord Strathcona 
was cabled to tind out whether 
Mr. Smith was representing M. 
Rothschilds & Company. One 
would naturally suppose that the 
government might have gathered 
this from Mr. Smith's letter of 
February 14th in which Mr. Smith 
was careful to state that his offer 
is made tor himself and his 
associates and not for the house of 
Rothschild. Lord Strathcona 
replied that Smith was not repre- 
senting Lord Rothschild, (as 
Smith himself had previously 
stated in his letter which appears 
in the pages of Hansard), 0 
moment, however, Lord Strath- 
cona’s reply was received, it was 
flashed to every newspaper which 
it was thought would publish it, 
so that it might appear to the 
public that Hamilton Smith was 
only a fakir“ after all, and had 
neither authority nor financial 
standing. 

Mr. Smith told the government 
to cable to London, if there was 
any doubt as to his financial 
standing. The query to Lord 
Strathcona established nothing 
except negative evidence. Cables 
might bave been sent to ten 
thousand other people, to show 
that Mr. Smith was not connected 
with them, The question, how- 
ever, is whether Mr. Smith is in a 


position to carry out his offer, 
The names of his associates are 

iven on the petition presented to 
Both houses of parliament for the 
incorporation of his company. Mr, 
Smita himself is a member of the 
firm of Smith & Perkins, Mill« 
Building, New York City. Mr. 
Smith has been a resident of 
London, England, for the past 15 
years, anc was managing directo: 
of the Exploration Company o 
London, which 1s often called th: 
Rothschilds Exploration Compauy 
and has a capital of over five 
million dollars. Another gentle- 
man associated with Mr, Smith is 
Mr. H. Mosenthall, senior partner 
of Moseuthall & Sons, one of the 
most important commercial houses 
of London, Then there ts Mr. J 
II. Ludack, who succeeded Mr, 
Smith as managing director of the 
Exploration Company. The next 
„entleman is ‘Mr. Lionel Phillips, 
member of the great mining firm 
of Werner, Brat & Co., which is 
generally looked upon as the 
richest mining firm in London, 
Another member of the syndicate 
is Baron Farquhar, until recently 
head of the banking house of Sir 
Samuel Scott & Company, and still 
another member is the Hon. HI. 
Gibbs, of the old standing firm of 
Anthony Gibbs & Son. The names 
of gentlemen well known in the 
financial world in London will 
carry weight with any man who 
possesses theslightestknowledgeof 
the mercantile or financial houses 
of Engiand, and yet because the 
government has been proved to 
haye made a serious blunder in 
this Yukon railway matter it 
must needa start in to defame 
first class business men in order 
to justify its action.

THE TURN OF THE TIDE 


A Liberal government has been 
in power in Ontario tor more than 
a quarter of a century, during 
which time no opportunity has 
ever been lost of dispensing public 
patronage in such a manner as to 
entrench themselves more fitmiy 
in power. During the recent 
elections they had the valuable 
assistance of a vast army of 
officials who, besides forming a 
large vote among themselves, were 
by virtue of their positions able 
to control the votes of a much 
larger number of others. Nor 
were the government allowed to 
depend on their own resources in 
the struggle which has just now 
closed, They had at their disposal 
the powerful assistance of the 
Liberal cabinet, jointly and in- 
dividually. The House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa was adjourned 
for a week on the motion of the 
Premier so that every available 
Liberal member might return to 
his constituency and throw in his 
influence in favor of the govern- 
ment. There are in all 94 seats in 
the Ontario house, 26 only of 
which were represented in the last 
Legislature 4 Conservatives, 
Yet in spite of the apparent favor- 
able circumstances, tae Liberal 
government has emerged from the 
contest, demoralized and _ practic- 
ally defeated. Some of che 
eastern papers claim that the 
Conservatives even now have a 
pumerical majority, but whether 
this be soor not, they have gained 
so many seats that it will be im- 
possible for Premier Hardy to run 
the province for any e.ppreciable 
length of time. 

The Globe, inspired no doubt by 
its knowledge of the size of the 
bar'l and of the other powerful 
influences which were _ bein 
brought to bear by the Federa 
and Local governments on the 
minds of the electors was more 
that usually Falstaffian in its 
method of conducting thecampaign 
Each day its news columns were 
headed by an alliterative legend of 
which Mr. Whitney's forthcoming 
annihilation was the theme. One 
of its war cries, however, it must 
be admitted, was true in substance 
and in fact. Wait for Whitney's 
Waterloo,” said the Globe, and 
those who have waited have not 
been disappointed, as Mr. Whitney 
has been credited not only wit 
one but both Waterloos. Ottawa, 
where the policy of the Federal 
8 1s most immediateiy 

elt returned one Conservative, 
the Conservatives now hold about 
halt the seats in the Legislature, 

The causes of the changes in 
Ontario are not far to seek. 
The contest was given a Federal 
significance and was fought on 
Federal issues. The people of 
Ontario are disgusted with the 
shameless extravagance and dis- 
regard of the welfare of the 
country, shewn by the Liberal 
cabinet since its accession to office. 
If there were no other reason, the 
Mann and McKenzie deal would be 
in itself sufficient to cause disaster 
to Mr. Hardy. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say thatit is more than 
sufficient to overthrow’ Sir 
Wilfrid himself, unless he pays 
some heed to public opinion, The 
sudden wave of public opinion 
which placed him in office is 
strong enough to hurl him from the 
rock of power into the cold waters 
of opposition, 


THE COAL OF THE 
CROW'S NEST PASS 


It is estimated that when the 
new pellway, is finished through 
the Crow's Nest Pass the area of 
coal that will be made available 
will have an effect upon the 
markets of the whole American 
continent, It has been calculated 
that these fields contain 40,052,000 
tons of coal per square mile, and 
the area, with coal deposits 
explored up to tha present, con- 
sists of about 150 square miles, 

The first — are at the 
west end of the Crow's Nest Pass, 


and consist of 20 seams of coal, 
ore above another, clearly visible 
along the mountain ridges and 
stretching up to the summits, 
Fourteen of these seams are cannel 
coal. Three of the seams are 
respectively 15, 20 and 30 feet wide. 
Another great series of seams is 
hat in the Elk River Valley, 
where they extend for a distance 
of nearly 40 miles. One seam from 
20 to 30 ft. thick, 1s 1,500 ft. up the 
mountain across the face of a 
broken sandstone cliff. Higher 
still is another seam 30 feet wide. 
Ten other broad seams are in close 
succession, The immensity of the 
12 can scarcely be realized, 
he quality of the coal has not 
yet been fully demonstrated, Of 


-| coking coal there is an abundance, 


which will prove of great im- 
portance to the smelters north and 
south of the boundary for the 
fluxing process of dealing with the 
refractory gold ores of that region. 
Some authorities pronounce the 
upper seams bituminous and the 
lower anthracite; but this is con- 
tradicted by other experts. In 
sections the coal is of a quality 
hitherto unknown, The Dominion 
government has reserved 50,000 
acres, and 200,000 acres of the coal 
area are controlled by an 
association of Canadian cavitalists 
and the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company. 


GOING BACKWARD 


The announcement in _ today’s 
HERALD about the tri-weekly mail 
service on the C. & E. line will be 
hailed: with joy by the business 
men both in Calgary and Edmon- 
ton, as well as the various towns 
along the line. A great deal of 
inconvenience has been experi- 
enced by the change of mail days 
north, which occurred when the 
tri-weekly train service was inau- 
gurated, as a sufficient time did 
not elapse between the arrival of 
one train and the departure of the 
next to permit of letters being 
answered ard mail orders filled, 
and in many cases a full week had 
to expire before an answer could 
be despatched. This increased 
service will be very generally and 
greatly appreciated, but while the 
increased service will be appre- 
ciated, the deterioration which 
tke Postmaster-General has seen 
fit to resort to will be greatly de- 
plored, not only by the merchancs 
of Calgary and Edmonton, but 
much moreso bythe merchants 
in the several towns along the 
line, All will remember the very 
great inconveniences that arose 
from the baggage car service be- 
fore the mail car was put on the 
line, and now when the amount of 
mail and bageage has increased 
at least ten fold how can the de- 
partment expect to accommodate 
the public ? 

Under the baggage car service it 
will take in many cases a week or 
ten days to get letters and replies 
thereto between towns only a few 
hours apart. Surely the Pest- 
master General has not ccasidered 
the amount of damage and incon- 
venience his cheese paring policy 
will work towards the settlers of 
the country. A cayuse service 
between the towns along the line 
would be infinitely more expedi- 
tious than the baggage car service 
which the Minister is inaugur- 
ating.

tage would be the opening of over 1000 
miles of good land north of Edmonton, 
200 or 300 acres of which might be 
given asa premium to the sappers at 
the conclusion of their three years’ en- 
gagement, thev to have the choice. 

Calgary music lovers will enjoy a 
rare musical treat on the 14th, when 
the famous tenor, Durward Lely, and 
Mrs. Lelv. will appear at the Opera 
house. The corresnondent of the 
Dundee (Scotland) Telegraph. who 
recently heard Mr. Lely in his new

He says 
it is of the sort with which John Wil- 
aon and later. David Kennedy and 
Hamilton Corbett made us familiar, 
but it is of distinctly higher and more 
cultivated order, The explanatory 
remarks are pawky, humorous and 
instructive. and have been prepared 
by one who has a comprehensive 
and most appreciative knowledge of 
Scottish lore song. Lely speaks his 
“patter” and tells his stories well: but 
it is when he comes (o sing the “auld 
Scotch range“ that he rouses his audi- 
ence toenthusiasm. Mrs, Lely is a 
most sympathetic accompanist. Often 
as she has heard the same auld stories 
and the same auld songs, she seems to 
regard them as fresh each time.

A telegram was received by the 
stmaster on 8 from 
uperintendent Kavanagh of the 
railway mail service authorizing

THE CRIMINAL CODE 


| The bill introduced at Ottawa 


by Mr. Britton to repeal section 
748 ot the criminal code is likely to 
create a good deal of discussion, 
inasmuch as there is a good deal to 
be said in favor of the law as it 
stands at present 1 well as 
against it. The section gives 
power to che Minister of Justice, 
where be entertains a doubt 
whether any person convictedot an 
indictable offence ought to have 
been convicted, to order a new 
trial instead of advising a com- 
mutationorrevisionof the sentence 
imposed, 

The section istaken, like most of 


from the draft code submitted by 
the Koyal Commissioners in 1880. 
The principal objections to it are 
thas it introduces an altogether 
new tribunal in criminal cases, un- 
limited by legal rules, and that 
it isan encouragement to accused 
persons to withhold evidence at 
trial, which mer subsequently in 
case of a conviction be brought 
before the Minister, thus assuring 
them a second chance, 

The other side of the case is con-. 
tained in the report of the Royal 
Commissioners already referred to. 
It was sought to make some pro- 
vision in cases where new evidence 
in favor of the accused and throw- 
ing doubt on the justice of the 
conviction had n discovered 
after the trial. The Commissioners 
discussed two remedies. They 
suggested either that the Home 
Secretary should have power to 
allow the person convicted to 
apply to the court ot apres for a 
new trial, or that he himself

should have power to order a new | 


trial, The first alternative was 
admitted to be most unsatis- 
tactory as it interfered with the 
good old principle of trial by jury. 
and moreover such a direction by 
the Home Secretary would be 
taken in practice asa direction to 
grant it. As the result of ex- 
perience, the Commissioners sug- 
gested the second alternative as 
the best. 

The draft code was rejected in 
England owing apparently to the 
objections raised azainst tamper- 
ing with the common law. Still 
on the ground that it were better 
that ten guilty persons should 
escape, rather than that one 
innocent person should be unjustly 
convicted, it would seem at first 
sight as if the law, as it now 
stands, is preferable inasmuch as 
it gives an accused {person every 
sossible chance. Our Ministers of 

usticein Canada may be relied 
upon not to allow any such 
abuse of the powers vested in 
them as have made the adminis- 
tration of the criminal law in the 
United States somewhat farcical. 


TWO FAMOUS TRIALS 


There are in the Dreyfus case 
certain features which remind one 
foreibly of that other famous 
trial reported in “The Adventures 
ot Alice in Wonderland.” Both 
cases turned very largely on a 
question of handwriting, and con- 
sequently expert testimony was 
necessary, The inferences drawn 
by the French tribunal in the case 
of Dreyfus were strictly in 
accordance with the _ precedent 
established in the earlier case, in 
which by a uliar coincidence a 
letter containing a set of verses 
was also the chief thing: 

Are they in the prisoner's hand- 
writing?” asked ancther of the 
jurymen. 

“No, they're not,” said the 
White Rabbit, “and that’s the 
queerest thing about it.” (The 
jury all looked puzzled). 

“He must have imitated some- 
body else’s hand,” said the King. 
(The jury all brightened up again). 

“Please your . said the 
Knave, I didn’t write it, and they 
can’t prove I did; there's no name 
signed at the end.”

Thetheory that ali 
overnment departments should 
e self-sustaining is a most excel- 
lent one, but experience proves 
that it is, in cases like that under 
discussion, incapable of being put 
into practice. Mr. Mulock, not 
having yet acquired the valuable 
teachings of experience, finds him- 
self floundering in the mire of an 
unworkable cheese-paring theory. 
His departmental paper is of the 
poorest description, his twine is 
rotten, his American made stamps 
are of most inferior quality, and 
even his gum refuses to stick any- 
where except on the tongue of the 
taxpayer whom it drives to the 
use of poison antidotes. His mail 
clerks are overworked, soas to 
render them incapable of per form- 
ing their duty, although they are 
invariably fined without a hearing 
ing when any charge of neglect 
is made tothe department. His 
r mail superintendents are 
men who are ignorant of the de- 
tails of the work performed by 
those under them. They are an- 
other result of Mr. Mulock’s fads, 
and never did a day's work in a 
postal car in their lives. But 
Heaven help the mail clerk who 
after working continuously for 36 
or 48 hours, carries a letter 
beyond the section house for 
which it was intended. He is not 
asked to explain. He is 2 
notified that a certain sum has 
been deducted from his month's 
pay. If Mr. Mulock will carry 
this theory out to its logical con- 
clusion he will eventually be able 
to pay his mail clerks in fines. 


There is a report that the mail 
clerks themselves are vot a little 
disgusted, and that they are 
asking tor less work and con- 
sequently less pay. Even human 
nature cannot stand too great a 
strain, ever for so many (or so 
few) and a quarter cents per mile, 

The government pays $80,000 a 
dak for the carriage of mails 

tween Calgary and Edmonton, 
but Mr. Mulock thought he would 
economize and took off the mail 
clerk. The peoples’ $80,000 worth 
of mail business was to be trans- 
acted ina baggage car. Then he 
found out that the people wouldn't 
stand it, so he has put the clerk 
on egaio. He evidently has heard 
nothing yet as to the postal 
requirements in the south, where 
three mails and a mail clerk are 
just as necessary as they are in 
the north, Mr. Mulock would no 
doubt be willing to accommodate 
the public if he could see his way to 
purchase cheaper paper and twine, 
But it is to be f that he can't. 
The next cheapest grade is not 
sold, it is given away. No 
manufacturer would the temerity 
to ask to be vaid for it. 

Mr. Mulock may be all right as a 
directors of the Farmers’ Loan 
Company, but nobody can accuse 
him of being a success as 
Postmaster General.

President Hopkins was glad to have 
the pleasure of addressing a Calgary 
audisice again, and sal e was here 
to gain as well as to give information. 
He gave a brief history of the forma- 
tion of the association, and an account 
of a meeting held at Regina recently 
to discuss the financial condition of 
the creameries in the Regina district. 
He said the success of the dairy ind us- 
try was now evident and that hand in 
hand with it would go the raising of 

tk, He agreed that in view of the 

een competition on the markets 
of the world it was necessary to con- 
sider the economical production of 
milk and that we must look more to 
western than to eastern markets. 

O. Marker, Dairy Superintendent. on 
Pog called read part of a circular ad- 
atessed to the Patrons and Share- 
holders of the North West Creameries 
by Prof, Robertson, being a summary 
statement of the business of the past 
season, This was received with ap- 
plause. Continuing, he said that the 
great question before the dairymen 
today is: How can I produce the milk 
cheaply and thus increase my profits? 
This is a question that deserves more 
than passing comment, We must 
devise tome plan for ascertaining the 
individual value for cows. How can 
this be accomplished? By a careful 
and uniform record kept of the yields 
of the individual animal. He said that 
the department would assist the pat- 
rons of the creameriesin that matter 
by testing the samples of milk, and as 
heretofore assist in mak ing the busi- 
ness as successful as possible. We 
must endeavor by co-operation tomanu- 
facture and put on the market achoice 
quality of butter. The competition in 
the best markets is very keen, and 
every province we might say is cater- 
ing to them, as well as other parts of 
the British empire. Cheap production 
should be one of the watchwords of 
the dairyman, Rather than sntici- 

te high prices we should endeavor 
fo being down the cost of production. 

John Kincaid of the Wetaskiw in 
creamery then followed on the care of 

milk and creatn in connection with 
summer dairy work, and _ forcibly 
pointed out the necessity and import- 
ance of the proper care of milk or 
cream by the patrons and their hearty 
cooperation with the creamery .man- 
ager. Perfect cleanliness should be 
their watchword, Cows should be 
milked with clean dry hands after the 
udder had been washed or rubbed with 
a damp cloth to remove dust and dand- 
ruff, The use of a cloth strainer is to 
be preferred to the common wire one 
as the clotb removes most of the sedi- 
ment which is more or less soluble and 
wee a tendency to contaminate the 
milk. 

J. R. Moore, of the Innisfail cream- 


ery said: 
o country in the world offers so 
many advantages for the economical 
production of milk as the great north 
country. Nature has been most gen- 
erous in her supply of grasses, water 
and slough bay; so much so iu fact 
that any brain work on the farmer's 

rt has been quite unnecessary, 

hile many if not ell, the old farm- 
ers regret that the days of no compe- 
tition. of unlimited hay pasture sup- 
ply „ comparatively speaking, 
things of the past, they aud we 
should rejoice’ because a few gener- 
ations of such life would reduce them 
— 2 — to the status of the 
we dering Nomads of Siberia. At 
present the country is being rapidly 
settled and home buttermaking is now 
tepiaced with well equipped creamer- 
ies managed by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, But «are our 
troubles ended because of the changer 
Not at all; before, we were competing 
with our neighbors, now we meet the 
competition of the whole butter 
making world, Therefore we must 
accept the world’s prices, 

Now, how can we best economize? 
First, by replacing our present beef 
machines for cattle on the improved 
dairy type. Second, by supplement- 
ing the dry pastures of early fall by 
feeding green oats, ¥ rley or 
wheat, or a mixture of each. Bran or 
mill feed will keep up the flow at this 
time. The records for last season 
show that about 80 Ibs. of butter is 
about the overage for each cow. Just 
think of it, $12 for milking ani win - 
tering a cow for one year, These 
figures can easily be trebled by a little 
exertion on the part of the farmer—by 
having better lighted and better ven- 
tila stables, by raising roots and 
gieen feed, The cows need a change 
of diet as well as human beings. 
Alberta's great need is to find a grass 
to take the place of prairie grass. I 
would suggest an experimental union 
similar to the one in operation in 
Ontario. Several good men in every 
diyrict could be secured to experiment 
on # practical scale with such grass as 
found and gives satisfactory results in 
Assiniboia. The results of such wor! 
Would. I feel sure, have far reaching 
results. 

Mr. Angus McKay, Supt. of the 
Experimental Farm at Indian Head, 
gave an excellent address on several 
topics in connection with farming, 
which include after all the prelimin- 
aries of dairying. He said we must 
increase the profits per cow by pro- 
longing the milking season, which 
could only be done by the liberal and 
suitable feeding; this would also tend 
to make better cows. Mr. McKay laid 
great stress on the necessity of culti- 
vating the toll. and said that culti- 
vated land would grow 10 times as 
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told us that when he first came out 
here he attended a church concert in 
ordered to get acquainted with the 
nice people, But iwas a failure: he 
didn’t get acquainted with anybody, 
In the country there are visits and 
dances and what not galore, u. vert. 
table striving, indeed, after sociability; 
in town, the social obligations are 
cleared off at one fell swoop by a 
church concert, At those church con- 
certs it 18 positively laughable to note 
the ill-dicguised curiosity with which 
the preachers are regarded by the 
young men who live in the same vil- 
age and yet never see them. 

What we hold is, that a man Whose 
habits and mode of life are not fixed, 
will steadily deteriorate if he lives too 
long in a little burg. It may go well 
with him if he hasa ranch apd stays 
on it; but if he acquires the hotel 
habit and vegetatesin town there is 
no hope for him at all. Even if mar- 
ried hie family life will be one of in- 
dividual isolation. The life atoms of 
the small burg do not assimilate. The 
greatest influence for good on the 
character of a young man is associa- 
tion with good women, kind and ami- 
ably disposed, whom it would be a 
privilege to know, but for the life of 
Age you cannot get acquainted with 
hem. Outside the wretched hotel life 
ot which we are all so heartily sick, 
is a blank. The only 


way for the last three or four years 
told us recently that he was seriously 
thinking of leaving the road and work 
for his house in Winnipeg. On our 
expressing surprise that he should 
wish to throw up a position that car- 
ried with it a satisfactory income and 
considerable fun, he explained that he 
felt hiniwself “getting rusty.” We un- 
derstand but too weil what he meant. 
This man had obeyed the injuciion of 
the Greek philosopher, “Know thy- 
self,” and had arrived atthe conclusion 
that a too prolonged course of the 
villages of the North West would 
Weaken any capacity or desire he 
might. have for self improvement, He 
felt he was going back. How is it 
with the young men who actually be- 
long to and dwell in those same vil- 
1 in spite of the creamery 
and elevator teatures, they ure but 
villages. The mode of life the young 
men are driven to follow is of that 
kind which wears away any native 
sense of refinement, desire for know- 
ledge, or any moral sense they might 
have once possessed, Quiet, well con- 
ducted young men come out to the 
frontier, behave beautifully for a 
time, —so beautitully, in fact, that every 
‘ha thinks her prince, her enchanted 
night, has come at last. and then of

body sets em up. They laugh, joke,

If you are a 
single young inan and your disposition 
calls tor sociability and interchange 
of those courtesies which you have 
been used to, you must go away out 
into the country. You certainly won't 
find it in town.

and furious storm, She ran ashore 
and but for the magnificent seaman 
ship of Captain Locke, another wreck 
with all hands lost would have been 
chronicled, All the other steamers 
will be delayed three days as they 
dared not face the terrible storm, 

Wrangel is crowded beyond my 
power vo describe. Everything is wide 
open, roulette, black jack, faro, three 
ecard monte, anv old fake game, are 
running fall blast. Lumber is ex- 
tremely scarce, It has all been bought 
up at a fabulous price, but there is 
not enough. People are sleeping on 
verandahs, in the Catholic mission 
house and on boards in the open. 
Wherever there is a sheltered spot 
they are packed together like sar- 
dines in a can. Pork and beans and a 
six by three board cost a dollar and a 
half a day, Many sleep in the snow, 
and cerebro spinal meningitis is 
carrying off numbers, Miners call it 
„Come and Get Us,” Heaven only 
knows where the next rush of people 
are going to put up. 

No one is going over the trail, It 
took four men and ten dogs fifteen 
days to make fifteen miles, The road 
is clear for fifteen miles, but then the 
cold wind cannot be faced by, man or 
beast. The snow is fifteen feet deep 
on the ice, By this means 1,000 miners 
are blocked at Stikine river. People 
coming in from Skagway and Dyea 
declare that death is king and chaos 
reigns. 

Death camps on the trail and in the 
town of Skagway; the death rate, 
chiefly from spinal meningitis, is ten 
per day, On the traile many deaths 
are occurring, but the names of and 
the number of the victims will not be 
known for a long time to come.

The Mayor in explaming the objects 
ofthe meeting, announ that two 
resolutions had been submitted to him 
The first ad vocated immediate Govern- 
ment assistance for the Calgary-Ed- 
monton route, and the second dealt 
with the Teslin Lake matter now be- 
fore Parliament. As he understood 
that some gentlemen were op to 
the discussion of the Teslin Lake mat- 
ter, he would take a vote of the meet- 
ing as whether it should be discussed 
or not. 

On a show of hands it was decided 
pre large majority that the Teslin 
lake railway scheme should be voted 


upon. 

Peter McCarthy, Q. C., Major Walk- 
er, James Muir, G. C., Alderman Mac- 
kie, Senator Lougheed and Dr. Laff- 
erty took seats on the platform in 

swer to the Mayor’s invitation. 

Mr. McCarthy explained his reasons 
for refusing to propose the resolution 
which stood in his name. He was 
opposed to the discussion of the Teslin 
lake scheme at this meeting, and un- 
jess he got a guarantee that the busi- 
ness would be confined to the discus- 
ion of the Calgary-Edmonton route, 
he could not take any rt of the pro- 
ceedings. The resolution concerning 
the Calgary route had been added to 
since it had been drawn up in his office 
and the sting lay in the tail of it. 

Dr. Lafferty said, that if there was 
going to be a political controversy, in- 
stead of a discussion of the hest steps 
to take to advocate the Edmonton 
route, he for one was not going to take 
an active part in the proceedings. He 
came as a citizen of Calgary not as a 
politician fully aware ot the advan- 
tages of an all Canadian route and 
and would not enter into a political 
discussion, 


On the merits of the Teslin lake 5 


railway contract he was not prepared 
to speak but he questioned the advis- 
ability of extending the discussion fer 
further than the meeting was call 
for to discuss the Edmonton route. 

Senator Lougheed said that some of 
Mr, McCarthy’s statements were un- 
warantable. He did not think it nec- 
essary to introduce any political dis- 
cussion, but he did think that this was 

n free country where leguimate 
9 criticism is allowed at a public meeting 
on any question hearing on the 
subject or which the meeting 
was called. Although the audi- 
ence knew that he (the speaker) was 
a Conservative, vet the Liberals knew, 
that he often had felt it his duty to 
oppose the Govert.ment of which he 
wasa humble supporter. If other 
gentlemen were so sensitive upon this 
matter, he was sorry to hurt their 
feelings. but he for his part was will- 
ing to discuss any matter that had a 
bearing on the subject, for which the 
meeting was called, Mr. Oliver him- 
self had discussed the mattor of the 
Teslin lake concession in a spirit ad- 
verse to the government, which he 
had 4 perfect right to do. He, Mr. 
Lougheed, thought that unless the 
Teslin lake bill was modified it would 
be impossible to make the public be- 
lieve thatthe government was seri- 
ously thinking of assisting in building 
the Edmonton route, 

Alderman Mackie said, that as 
nothing had been done by the Govern- 
ment to advocate the Edmonton 
route, and that whilst eastern boards 
of trade had taken steps to prese npon 
the government the necessitv of their 
assistance with regard to it, the Boards 
of trade and others in Alberta had not 
mpved a_ foot. He had thought it 
tifue that the Calgary council should 
take the initiativ, and in bringing it 
before the council, a committee was 
appointed, of which he was a member, 
to call a mass meeting for the purpose 
of asking Government assittance, and 
strengthening the hands of our mem- 
ber to obtain the same, for the build- 
ing and advocating of the Edmeuton 
route, He had fully explained the 
subject of the meeting to Mr. Me- 
Carthy, w well as to a great many 
other 8 in Calgary but he 
did not think he had made it a special 
point to speak on the subject with any 
gentleman belonging to the Liberal 
Association. He condemned the bar- 
gain that was made with regard 
to the Teslin lakeroute and he thought 
that if that measure went through, we 
might as well abandon all hopes of 
assistance for the Edmonton ronte. 

He maintained that the Edmonton 
route is of more importance to the 
whole of the Dominionof Canada than 
the Teslin lake route ever will be, and 
proposed that the Edmonton route 
should first he discussed and that 
afterwards the Teslin lake route 
sbould he deut with, 

Mr. Muir d red altogether with 
the view taken by Mr. McCarthy and 
Dr. Lafferty, Thi» vas not a question 
of politics at all, 1 was a matter of 
busingss and he saw uo reason why 
matters bearing on (he subject under 
urm@er discussion should not be fully 
threshed out, by the meeting. He was 
at a loss to understan i why Mr. Me- 
Carthy a liberal of only a year's stand- 
jug should be so d:iicately sensitive, 

Mr. Short said that while we were 
all in favor of he Edmonton route, 
ifthe Teslin Ie resolution was put, 
there mivht be difference of opinion 
andere it was desirable to have a un- 
aninious vote on any resolution advo- 
cating the Edmonton route, he pre: 
posed to discuss the Edmonton rese- 
lution first, and then those who wish- 
ed te condemn the Teslin lake route 
could do so afterwards, but let us 
havethel Edmonton resolotion first, He 
hegeed to propose the following 
resolution: ’

North West as reported in the 

rathat he contemplates sending 
bat an exploring party at an early 
date, before undertaking anv con. 
struction, From information in hand 
here we believe there is no difficulty 
in building a wageon road to Fort St. 
John, on Peace River, and over the 
Halfway river Pass by way of the 
Nelson and the Liard rivers, and we 
would urge on Mr. Oliver to express 
our wishes to Sir Wiltrid Laurier that 
awaggon road should be begun at 
once,” 

Dr. Lafferty, in explanation, said 
that the latter part of this resolution 
(heainniog at “We understand from 
Sir Wilfrid Lauriet's reply etc.”) was 
added by him on account of the infor- 
mation given in the papers. What 
we wanted was for the work to begin 
at once: that we believed a good 
wagon road would be found as far as 
St. John, on the Peace river, and we 
understand that a good pass above St. 
John by way of Half river is available, 
and even if the Government met diffi- 
culties, the road would be valuable as 
acolonization road and the country 
would be explored. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
R. J. Hutchings, (Hutchings & Riley), 
and on being put to the vote was 
carried without a dissentient. 

Alderman Mackie proposed the next 
resolution: 

“Resolved that we the citizens of 
Calgary, comprising this meetiug, 
believing that the provisional contract 
entered into by the Federal Govern- 
ment with Mann & Mackenzie is cer- 
tain to prove a serious detriment to 
the best interests of the Canadian 
people, feel called upon to add our 
protest to those already made by 
many public bodies elsewhere in Can- 
ada against its ratification bv Parlia- 


ent. 

He declined to be dictated to by any 
political organization or to bedebarred 
the right of free discussion on any 
public question. Some of the Liberal 
gentlemen were very anxions that 
nothing should be said which would 
interfere with the Mann-McKenzie 
contract. He, the speaker, had voted 
for Mr. Oliver at the last electicn 
and Mr. Oliver's views on the Teslin 
Lake deal were clearly seen in his 
paper, the Bulletin, He believed that 
the passing of this resolution would 
materially strengthen Mr, Oliver's 
position at Ottawa. 

Mr. Bonnett in seconding the reso- 
lution thought it a shame that free 
Western man should sit there calmly 
and allowa small opposition of poli- 
ticians to prevent them trom express- 
ing their opinion on any subject bear- 
ing on the question of this meeting. 
He, for one, was not going to be 
choked downby a few hard and fast 
Liberals, Thespeaker in the course of 
an able speech explained that the 
Teslin Lake route was not an all- 
Canadian route and that it would be 
the duty of this meeting to protest 
against the provisional contract now 
before the Government. He said he 
eft it however to men of more ex 
perience, like Mr. Muir, to further 
explain this matter, 

Mr. Macdonald then rose and_asked 
how the Teslin Lake route could burt 
the Edmonton route. This Teslin 
Lake route he considered was only a 
* business and would not 
jast, 

Mr, Muir explained in how far the 
Teslin Lake route was going to hurt 
the Edmonton route, that every tray- 
eller taken over the Teslin Lake route 
was one less over the all-Canadian 
route. That the Teslin Lake route 
was not all Canadian. The Govern- 
ment save it knows very little about 
it and still itis anxious to make the 
contract with the builders of the 
Teslin Lake route and it wants to 
pacify the advocates of the Edmonton 
route with an exploration party. 

Thev say they don’t give any money 
to the contractors tor the Teslin Lake 
route, but if four million acres of very 
valuable land in the gold districts is 
not money or money's worth, he 
would like to know what was. He 
was very pleased to hear Mr. Macdon- 
ald say that the Teslin Lake route 
was only a temporary matter, as this 
would be the best argument in favor 
of a modification of the Teslin Lake 
contract, 

The resolution was put by the 
Mayor and declared carried, two or 
three gentlemen only dissenting. 

A resolution directing the Mayor to 
forward both resolutions by wire to 
the Premier, the Minister of Railways, 
and Mr. Oliver, M.P., was carried 
unanimously, and the meeting dis- 
persed with three cheers tor the 
Queen,

THE At MHERTA MEMBER WANTS 
A RAILWAY TO 


DEVELOP CANADIAN TRADE 


And Canada Generally—The Proposed 
Route Would only Develop the 
Yukon-—The Area of the Land Grant 


Insignificant-—Raises Objections to 
Contractors Selecting Their Lands 


OtTTawa, March 4.—The debate on 
the Yukon railway contract 
was resumed Ghee in the 
Commons, Mr. Oliver, M. P., for 
Alberta said that he admitted that the 
proposed railway was meant for the 
development of the Yukon, but that 
he en a very greatdifference between 
the development of that country and 
the securing to Canada of the trade 
which resulted from that development. 
Development amounted to nothing, 
which did not mean an increase of 
trade to Uanada, According to what 
he (the speaker) had been told, the 
concession of large blocks of land and 
the mannerin which they were given 
in the contract which had been made, 
would not at all tend to the develop- 
ment of trade or of the country at 
large for the reason that any action 
which restricts the energy or the op- 

rtunity: of the prospector was a 

indrance to development. He did 
not find fault with the area of the land 
grant, vecause three million acres or 
ten million acres amounted to nothing 
inacountry of such enormous area, 
He believed, however, that it would 
work out so that the whole gold bear- 
ing area would be secured by the 
Mann & McKenzie Company. He 
strongly objected to giving to con- 
tractors the right of selection of lands 
ent of the Rocky Mountains as well 
as west. because the development 
caused by the construction of this 
railway would be altogether confined 
to the country lying west of the 
mountains. Mr. Oliver said he did 
not wish to discuss the reasons which 
had been advanced in favor of the 
scheme, but inasmuch as he failed to 
see any reason for nyt rgd rae | the 
contract on the ground that it would 
secure the accruing trade to the people 
of Canada, and as he did not believe 
that it would be necessary to protect 
the miners next year from starvation 
because they would by that time be 
able to get out if they wanted to, 
he would vote against the second 
reading of the Yukon Railway bill.
